The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to file a timely and proper 

reply to a non-final Office action, dated luly 14, 2006. The date of abandonment was October 16, 

2006, the day after the expiration date of the shortened statutory period of three (3) months set for 

reply to the Office Action.
